TOKYO, Nov. 1 (AP)—The Navy

The western proposal, which is 
in reply to unjty overtures made 
two months ago by the Commu- 
nist government of Soviet-occu- 
pied East Germany, calls for the 
election of an all-German con- 
stituent assembly which would 
meet in Berlin to draft a consti- 
tution for a united Germany. 

The election of delegates to this 
assembly would be on population 
basis. That would give more 
populous West Germany an edge 
of better than two to one. 

The western regulations also 
demand that the Russians open 
their occupation zone to unre- 
stricted electioneering by all li- 
censed political parties and give 
guarantees of a really free and 
secret ballot by agreeing to in- 
ternational supervision. 

These are conditions previously 
demanded by the Bonn Parlia- 
ment when it gave the govern- 
ment the go-ahead to draft elec-

Beyond that, Congress will do well to con-. 
sider—when it gets back to Washington in Janu- 
ary—proposals such as that of Senator Kefauver 
for putting all tax collectors under civil service. 
The temptation to corruption is so great in this 
field that everything within reason must be done 
to minimize it. The nation cannot be satisfied 
until the Bureau of Internal Revenue and the 
Department of Justice are re-established in their 
old reputation for unimpeachable integrity. 

Just now that looks like a big job. 
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Dietrich Is Back 
Remember Otto Dietrich? 
As a brilliant and well-connected young Ger- 
man editor, he became an early convert to Na- 
zism. He had begun his career as business agent 


‘for the Rhenish Steel-Goods Syndicate in the 


Ruhr. Through his connections with the Ruhr 
industrialists, he helped arrange Hitler’s con- 
tacts with the steel and coal barons who financed 
the Nazi party’s rise to power. 

Dietrich quickly became a favorite of Hitler. 
In 1931 Hitler appointed him deputy editor of 
the party's newspaper in Essen, and as such his 
personal ambassador in the industrial region. 
Later in the same year Dietrich became press 
chief for the whole party in Munich. When Hit- 
ler came to power, Dietrich moved in with Goeb- 
bels as one of the key propaganda agents of the 
Nazi regime. He and Ernst (Putzy) Hanfstaengl 
were so close to Hitler that the party heirarchs 
nicknamed them Hugin and Munin, for the two 
ravens who sat on Wotan’s shoulder and whis- 
pered words of wisdom into his ear. . 

As Reich press chief, Dietrich stood at the 
very core of Nazi politics in peace and war. In 
April, 1949 a United States war crimes court at 
Nuernberg convicted him of “crimes against hu- 
manity; atrocities and offenses committed against 
civilian populations.” The court held that Diet- 
rich fostered, implemented and dfrected “a per- 
sistent campaign to arouse the hatred of the 
Germans against the Jews,” and thus “partici- 
pated in crimes against humanity.” 

After serving 16 months in prison, Dietrich 
was freed in August, 1950 under a relaxation of 
rules which permitted some war crimes prison- 
ers extra time off for good conduct. 

Dietrich is now back in German public life. 
He has been appointed to the editorial staff of 
an official trade publicatioh in Duesseldorf— 
Mitteilung, the news organ of the central coal 
sales organization. And the dispatches from 
Bonn report that as West Germany moves toward 
sovereignty the extreme right or Fascist wing of 
political life shows signs of renewed activity. 
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Stopping for Coffee 
Within the next few months Americans will 
be reading and hearing about the one millionth 
traffic death since the invention of the automo- 
bile. For a day or so the event will create quite 
a sensation and a few drivers may even proceed 
with caution. But in a short time it will be his- 


tory, and Americans will again be working hard | 


to pile up another million corpses. 

Realizing the woeful lack of public interest in 
traffic deaths is an important factor in the fail- 
ure to improve highway conditions, the Ameri- 
can Association of Motor Vehicle Administrators 
has set out to do something about the situation. 
The group believes that fatigue plays a most im- 
portant part in many traffic mishaps and urges 
drivers adopt the “coffee stop” as a means of 
cutting down the highway toll. 

The “coffee stop” would serve two purposes: 
it would give the driver temporary relief from 
the tensions of operating a highpowered machine 
on our crowded highways, and it would remind 
him of the need for being constantly on the 
alert. : 

Everyone who can, takes advantage of the 
mid-morning “coffee break” on the job. Surely 
the “coffee stop” on the highway can be just as 
attractive. May it soon become a national insti- 
tution! | 
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Waiting for a Streetcar? 


There used to be a joke about waiting for a 
streetcar, but does anybody in St. Louis remem- 
ber what the joke was or when it was a joke? 


Public Service Co. has reduced its streetcar 
and bus service so, much in recent years that 
waiting for a transit ride is no longer funny. It 
is merely habit. Now riders of six heavily 
traveled lines must accustom themselves to a 
little more waiting. The company is cutting 58 
daily round trips off these carlines. If nothing 
else, the service cut is a poor piece of public 
relations on the part of Public Service. Here 
the company seeks a batch of balkanizing zone 
fares and other fare increases, amounting to 
$2,600,000 yearly.. Yet. it slaps the public in 
the face with another reduction in service. 

Mayor Darst reactéd with a demand that the 
company improve its service before trying to 
get still higher fares. He said a study by city 


officials shows that transit earnings were better 


in the first nine months of this year than in a 
similar period last year. If so, the old business 
principle of giving more for the money has been 
switched into reverse by Public Service. 

Public Service Co. complains that there is less 
‘transit riding; more people are using automo- 
biles. The inevitable result of its own policy-is 
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dictional disputes is a piece of labor statesman- 


ship. If it proves successful in the CIO, the AFL -

If not settled 
then after a reasonable time, they would be re- 
ferred to the State Industrial Commission. 


This pattern of pacification is very similar to 
what the CIO unions now propose to do for 
themselves. In the CIO plan, the unions are to 
sign a peace proposal which commits them to 
refrain from making derogatory statements 
about each other, and to respect the NLRB’s cer- 
tification of a union as bargaining agent: 

If jurisdictional disputes arose despite these 
preventive measures, they would be referred 
first to the regional diréctor of organization. If 
he could not solve them promptly, they would 
go to the national director of organization. If he 
also failed, a super arbitrator—a new function- 
ary who would apparently be in some ways simi- 
lar to the czars of the baseball and motion pic- 
ture industries—would take over. His decision 
would be final. 

Few things organized labor could do would 
go so far to enhance the responsibility of its 
position and to strengthen its public support. 
Settlement of jurisdictional disputes within the 
privacy of union councils would lead to more 
mature unionism and a more stable nation. 
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An Attack on Merit 


Public opinion has begun to rise against Re- 
corder of Deeds Denny’s brazen attempt to take 
over the city’s Bureau of Vital Statistics as his 
private preserve. Jefferson City would do well to 
heed the growing opposition. 


Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health commissioner, 
has pointed out that the House bill introduced 
at Mr. Denny’s request cannot possibly serve 
any useful purpose to the citizens of St. Louis. 
The St. Louis Medical Society has declared that 
the recording and analysis of vital statistics is 
essentially a medical and health activity. By no 
stretch of the imagination could it logically be 
grouped under Mr. Denny’s function of recording 
real estate transactions. 


The St. Louis League of Women Voters went 
to the heart of the matter in declaring the pro- 
posal would “hinder operation and development 
of the city’s merit system.” For the workers in 
the bureau are now protected by the merit sys- 
tem, a plan adopted overwhelmingly by St. Louis 
voters. But such protection does not exist in Mr. 
Denny’s office, one of the so-called county of- 
fices. Thus the merit plan’s loss would be Mr. 
Denny’s gain. 

The vital statistics bureau functions in an area 
of city government for which Mayor Darst is re- 
sponsible, while Mr. Denny’s office is outside it. 
Does Mr. Darst intend to remain silent while 
Mr. Denny hacks away at the merit system?

One day in February, 1947, the British 
Ambassador informed the Secretary of 
State that his Government, after March 31, 
would be unable to give any further as- 
sistance to Greece and Turkey, the strate- 
gic Mediterranean bulwarks against Bol- 
shevism.

itself if that kind of Britain shall disap- 
pear. To this analysis Eisenhower's con- 
tribution would appear to be indispensable. 

The advocates of world government urge 
this as the answer, but the foreign and 
economic policies of Russia, and the politi- 
cal hostility to this ‘global concept in the 
United States, render it academic. The 
advocates of an Atlantic Union—with 
common currencies, citizenship, etc—offer 
something more practicable, but not as 
measured by delivery in time. 

Somewhere this side of the Atlantic 
Union idea, however, an expanded Anglo- 
American partnership should be devisable 
by enlightened statesmanship. The re- 
sources of the senior partner, of which the 
gold at Fort Knox is an important item, 
should be sufficient to back condominiums 
and extend credits. These would go far to 
ease the difficulties of Britain in Iran,

We went through a processing 
plant where chickens were killed, 
scalded, defeathered by machine 
and dressed under highly sahitary 
conditions in a matter of 20 min- 
utes, then immediately iced to re- 
move body heat; we saw eggs 
carefully candled, graded and 
dated. ' 

Yes, the poultry industry has 
come a long way since the farm- 
er’s wife raised a few hens on 
table scraps and kept her flock in 
a makeshift henhouse. It is now 
a highly scientific business geared 
to produce the best possible birds 
with the least expense.

There is no reason. why we 
should save all the delectable 
things to eat for holidays only. 
Of course, in grandmother’s day 
delicacies were rather difficult to 
come by. Homemade mincemeat 
kept only in the very cold weath- 
er. Turkeys were raised to ma- 
ture around holiday time. Even 
oranges which we take for grant- 
ed today might have been the 
golden apples of Hesperides. 
They came into the markets only 
at holiday time and one of these 
golden globes -in a ‘Christmas 
stocking was really an event. 
Today with our modern meth- 
ods of canning, food processing, 
shipping and refrigeration, holi- 
day delicacies are in the markets 
the year round. We can have 
mince pies as soon as there is a 
nip of frost in the air and the 
leaves turn. 

Here are some recipes that use 
mincemeat: 


Mince Meat Pineapple Pie With 
Cheese Pastry. 


One cup sifted flour. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Four tablespoons shortening. 
Two one-ounce wedges of proc- 
essed Grupere cheese, shredded. 
Four tablespoons water. 

One package dry mince eat, 
(nine ounces). 

One and one-half -cups sae 
apple juice. 

One and one-half cups canned 
crushed pineapple. 


Sift together flour and salt, cut 
in shortening and grated cheese 
with pastry blender until mixture 
resembles coarse cornmeal. Add 
water and mix lightly. Shape into 
a ball and wrap in waxed paper 
and chill for about one-half hour. 
Roll out on a lightly floured 
board into a rectangle about 12 
inches by eight. With a fork 
prick a design in center of pastry. 
Meanwhile break mincemeat 
into. small pieces in saucepan. 
Add pineapple juice. Place over 
low heat and stir until lumps are 
broken. Increase heat and boil 
briskly for one minute. Remove 
from heat and stir in crushed 
pineapple. Pour into a 10 by 6 
by 2 baking dish. Place pastry 
over filling, fluting over edge of 
dish to seal. Bake in a ‘hot oven 
(425 degrees) until crust is golden 
brown, about 30 minutes.

A serious shortage of graded 
milk in St. Louis yesterday 


| 


caused Dr. Melvin Tess, acting 
Health Commissioner, to ease re- 
strictions in provisions of the 
city milk ordinance which con- 
trols use of raw milk in produc- 
tion of graded milk and milk 
products. 

Ordinance provisions that raw 
milk for use in grade A milk 
must be pasteurized within, 42 
hours of production will be eased 
and more time granted, if sam- 
ples show. that the older milk to 
be used meets United States Pub- 
lic Health Service ordinance re- 
quirements, Tess announced. 

_Dr. Tess said that grade A milk 
bottled in excess of one day’s 
needs may be stored and used 
the following day for production 
of grade A milk products, if it 
meets United States Public Health 


Service requirements. The milk 
would normally be used in pro- 
duction of ungraded milk prod- 


ucts. 

In the event of more severe 
supply restriction, Tess said that 
written applications for the pro- 
duction of grade C milk, labeled 
as such, would be taken under 
consideration. When the short- 
age is over, all grading standards 
will be restored, he added. 

The milk shortage is caused by 
& normal seasonal low production 
in the St. Louis milk shed, eom- 
bined with a shortage in southern 


milk sheds and a shortage of ac-| 


ceptable milk from the Chicago 
milk shed.

HARITY began at home for 

dapper, 45-year-old Morrison 

T. Wade, and never strayed far 
enough away from it to impress 
the jury at his recent 104-day 
trial on fraud charges. 

Wade for many years was man- 
‘aging director of an organization 
known as the Society of: Good 
Neighbors, which solicited old 
clothing and furniture for the 
poor. He was one of the poor in 
1934, when he founded the society. 
He worked as a hat checker in a 
night club for $8 a week to help 
support the new enterprise. An 
extension cord run from the 
premises of a kindly neighbor 
lighted the single bulb under 
which, in a leaky shed, the So- 
ciety undertook its first ventures 
in good neighborliness. 

The Society prpspered. So, to 
an almost equal extent, did Wade. 
At least this was the state’s con- 
tention in the trial which, inci- 
dentally, was the longest in Mich- 
igan’s history. 

Never, in the period dating 
back to 1942, did the Society de- 
vote more than 11 per cent of 
its revenue to charity, the state 
charged. In 1943 the state figures 
placed charity donations at only 
4 per cent’ of the Society’s in- 
come. Cash relief accounted fo 
annual amounts equivalent to one- 
fourth to three-fourths of,one per 
cent, it was claimed. 

Meanwhile Wade's personal for- 
tunes were bounding ahead. He 
founded several ‘business con- 
cerns. He acquired a fine home 
in the city and a country estate. 
His wife, Bessie Lou, a co-direc- 
tor of the Society and co-defend- 
ant in the trial, was swathed in 
minks and sables at a cost of 
$7435, paid for with Society of 
Good Neighbors checks. In all, 
it was charged the Wades fraud- 
ulently obtained about $750,000. 

Both were convicted on four 
counts, including conspiracy, 
fraud and obtaining property un- 
der false pretenses. Wade was 
sentenced to terms of four to 12 
years in prison; Mrs. Wade was 
placed on probation for five years 
and ordered to pay a $3000 fine 
and $2000 in costs in installments 
over the five years. 
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OW, although they say they 
are broke, they are not through 

* with the fight they have waged 
for five years. They are filing 
an appeal, with a motion for a 
new trial due Dec. 15 and a hear- 
ing on it set for next Jan. 8. 

Wade, a chunky, florid-faced 
man with the air of a well-to-do 
martyr, cldims that he was in- 
spired to good works by consul- 
tation with two famous psychia- 
trists, Sigmund Freud and Carl 
Gustav Jung. 

He visited the two in New York 
in 1933, he said, when he found 
that he was not happy working 
in his father’s candy-vending ma- 
chine firm. He added: 

“I was told that I was in the 
wrong field of endeavor—I should 
get into social work or the min- 
istry, or medicine. They said I 
wis so young that I should take

the bull by the horns and make 
a change. 

“In those days, when people 
were going hungry and cold, be- 
ing evicted and jumping out of 
windows, I got to thinking seri- 
ously about social organizations.” 

First, he said, he got a job 
handling 87-pound crankshafts at 
the Plymouth plant, /‘three or 
four or five days a week” and 
using his spare time to visit so- 
cial agencies. 

Out of the halen thus 
gained he soon set up the Good 
Neighbors Society. His purpose, 
he told the jury, was to provide 
aid in emergencies with minimum 
red tape and maximum speed. He 
added that his first big projects 
included sending supplies to the 
victims of a Pennsylvania flood 
and later to the Ohio-Mississippi 
flood area. 

Once, he asserted proudly, “we 
got supplies there three days 
faster than the Red Cross did.” 

It is acknowledged even by his 
detractors that Wade did distri- 
bute quite a bit of relief in those 
early days. Any time a casSe was 
reférred to him by a prominent 
agency or individual, aid was sure 
to be forthcoming. Newspaper 
men found the Good Neighbors 
an excellent place to call. when 
they discovered a family in need 
of speedy aid. 

Spurred by the resultant publi- 
city, donations increased until 
several trucks were required in 
full-time operation. Touching ap- 
peals, written by Wade, were 
brdadcast over the radio. A bat- 
tery of phone solicitors begged 
householders to give their un- 
needed items to the Society. 

At the trial, former emiployes 
of the Society testified that virtu- 
ally all of the contributed items 
were sold by Wade, and that only

the “junk” was given to appli- 
cants for charity. 

A grand jury report preceding 
the trial stated: 

“This court finds that except 
for a negligible portion, practical- 
ly all clothing and furniture col- 
lected by the society was sold 
to dealers. 

“On June 23, 24 and 30, 1947, 
Wade made urgent appeals on 
the radio for ice boxes for needy 
persons because of the hot weath- 
er, but on June 20, 1947, his 
organization sold 40 ice boxes to 
a second-hand dealer. 

“All magazines and periodicals 
were sold to waste paper dealers, 
although they were solicited for 
hospitalized veterans. - 

“Radios were similarly sought 
for shut-ins and hospitalized per- 
sons. Notwithstanding the tremen- 
dous number of radios donated by 
the public, society records show 
three radios given away in five 


years.” 

T have gone into these phases of 
the society's operation had 

Wade not gotten into a wrangle 

with the police over his operation 

of a thrice-weekly bingo game. 

Police clamped a once-a-week 
limit on bingo sessions of any 
charitable organization. They also 
ruled that if any part of the pro- 
ceeds went to salaries, expenses 
or commissions, the games would 
be considered commercial gam- 
bling and immediately closed. 

Most bingo sponsors complied, 
but Wade protested that the 
games of the Good Neighbors 
were running three times a week 
and he wanted them continued 
that way. 

The police refused to back down 
and Wade shifted his tactics. Play 
on two nights a week was turned 
over to the Northwest Council and

While his wife wept, he read for 
10 minutes from the Scripture, 
dwelling with solemn fervency on 
the line:

charity.” 

This testimony, along with the 
rest, was weighed by the jury for 
seven and one-half hours before

N TIME, this week, appears “The Younger 
Generation”. . . a major report on the nation’s 
silent, cryptic youth. The following are excerpts: 


Youth today is waiting for the hand of fate to fall on 
its shoulders, meanwhile working fairly hard and 


‘saying almost nothing. The most startling fact about 
the younger generation is its silence . ... It does not 


issue manifestos, make speeches or carry posters. It 
has been called the “Silent Generation. ’’ 

But what does the silence mean? What, if any- 
thing, does it hide? Or are youth’s elders merely 
hard of hearing? : 
But youth is taking its upsetting uncertainties with 


extraordinary calm. When the U. S. began to real- 
ize how deeply it had committed itself in Korea,

"youngsters of draft age had a bad case of jitters; 


but all reports agree that they have since, settled 
down to studying or working for as long as they 
can. The majority seem to think that war with 
Russia is inevitable sooner or later, but they feel 
that they will survive it.

Hardly anyone wants to go into the Army; there is 
little enthusiasm for the military life, no enthusiasm 
for war. Youngsters do not talk like heroes; they 
admit freely that they will try to stay out of the 
draft as long as they can.

But youth’s ambitions have shrunk. Few youngsters

industrial empire. Some would like to own a small, 


independent business, but most want 2 good job 
with a big firm, and with it, a kind of suburban idyll.

The younger generation can still raise hell. The 
significant thing is not that it does, but how it goes 
about doing it. Most of today’s youngsters never 
seem to lose their heads; even when they let them- 
selves go, an alarm clock seems to be ticking away 
at the back of their minds; it goes off sooner or later, 
and sends them back to school, to work, or to war. 


* * * 


The younger generation seems to drink less. ‘There 
is nothing glorious or inglorious any more 
about getting stewed,’’ says one college profes- 
sor. Whether youth is more or less promiscuous than 


it used to be is a matter of disagreement. 


Fact is that it is less showy about sex... As a 
whole, it is more sober and conservative, but in in- 
diyidual cases, ¢.g., the recent dope scandals, it 
makes.Flaming Youth look like amateurs.

Educators across the U. S. complain that young 
people seem to have no militant beliefs. They do 
not speak out for anything. Professors who used 
to enjoy baiting students by outrageously praising 
child labor or damning Shelley now find that they 
cannot get a rise out of the docile note-takers in 
their classes. 


The only two issues about which the younger © 


generation seemed to get worked up are race rela- 
tions and world government; but neither of these

Many students and teachers blame this Jack of 
conviction on fear—the fear of being tagged “‘sub- 
versive.” Today’s generation, either through fear, 
passivity or conviction, is ready to conform.

He is short on ideals, lacks self-reliance, is for per- 
sonal security at any price. He singularly lacks 
flame.
